FIGURES AND FACTS 

Jt is, if course, impossible to 
judge how near these figures are 
to the facts, but there is ample |: 
evidence that the wastage rate of 
the German air force has been a 
great deal higher than the wast- 
agerate in the Allied air forces. 
The German air force. has been 
on the offensive. The Allied air 
forces have been partially on the 
offensive and partially on the de- 
fensive, so that a higher wastage 
rate in the German air force might 
have been expected. But that it 
should be so much higher is cer- 
tainly noteworthy.’ 

It seems that the Germans hav2 
been using a fairly large concen- 
tration of aircraft, and in the bat- 
tle of the Maas, it is said that 
they had 5,000 machines at their 
disposal. They have not shown 
any tendency to conserve their 
aircraft any more than they have 
shown any tendency to :conserve 
their man power or their machine 
power on the ground.
